INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

DIPHTHERIA.  The  number  of  Diphtheria  Cases  notified  was  60. 

This  is  a high  figure  but  is  reduced  to  some  extent  when 
revised  ifi  the  light  of  subsequent  knowledge  of  the  cages.  14 
turned  out  not  to  be  Diphtheria  -so  that  the  true  'figure  is  46. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  There  were  22  cases, ‘mbst  of 'Which  wete  'Wild. 

MEASLES.  There  'Were  239  cases  and  one  death.  On  the  Whole  they 
wefe  of  a fairly  mild  type.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED  DURING  1941. 

There  were  394  cases  notified  during  the  year  excluding  Tuberculosis.  This  Table  shows  the  number 
of  infectious  diseases  notified  ; number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  ; number  of  cases  removed  to 
hospital  ; and  deaths  in  hospital  during  t!he  year  1941  / — 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations  six  new  cases  of  respiratory 
and  six  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  There  were 
six  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  and  none 
from  non-respiratory.  The  figures  shewing  number  notified  and 
number  of  deaths  are  tabulated  below  : —
